Plans for a 736-home tract 
in the Walteria Lake have 
prompted the district to start 
plans to obtain a site at 227lh 
and Ladeene and to study 
possible sites in the general 
area for an elementary 
school.

NEW SCHOOLS have been 
built with building bonds. 
However, operating costs for 
paying salaries and buying 
needed books and supplies of 
school employees comes out 
of a separate fund.

The large number of new 
children, coupled with rising 
costs, have caused the Tor­ 
rance Board of Education to 
call a tax override election on 
Oct. 11 to provide more ope­ 
rating funds for the schools.

"It will cost about a nickel 
a day to provide added funds 
needed for educating Tor­ 
rance children," Superintend­ 
ent J. H. Hull noted.
